Com m erce, 
following a 
meeting of the 
Downtowb Merchants’ Division 
of the Chamber this morning. 
Local drug stores have in­ 
dicated they will try to stay 
open as late as possible today. 
ALL COLUMBIANA County 
schools with the exception of 
Wellsville Schools were closed. 
Salem ’s Mobile Meals hot 
lunches to local elderly persons 
and shut-ins were scheduled to 
be delivered by Salem firemen 
today. 
H earings 
at 
the 
County 
Courthouse at Lisbon have been 
cancelled for this afternoon, but 
office holders didn’t know as of 
11:15 a.m. whether their offices 
would be closed. 
All Salem area residents who 
need 
assistance during 
the 
storm have been asked to call 
the Sa»em Police Department, 
according 
to city 
Service 
Director Phil Dwyer and Safety 
Director Thomas Barrett. 
As the severity of the storm 
becam e 
evident 
late 
this 
morning, phone lines became 
tied up and entire exchanges 
were clogged. Busy tones rang 
even before the final digits 


could be dialed on long-distance 
calls. 
Radio station WSOM here 
will carry all news of school 
closings at 6:30 a.m and again 
at 7:30a.m. daily. The station is 
encountering great difficulty in 
com m unicating with school 
officials because of the large 
numbers of persons calling the 
station for school closing in­ 
formation. 
Persons are asked not to call 
the station or school officials. 
Salem school closings also 
will be announced on the hour 
on WKBN, located at 570 on the 
AM radio dial. 


WSOM is 600 on the AM dial 
and 105.1 on the FM scale. 
The Memorial Building also 
closed at noon. The building 
will remain closed 
for

weekend, and the ping-pong 
tournam ent 
will

rescheduled.

L Administrator Robert Rice 
said this morning the hospital is 
making an effort to convert 
part of its operation to oil 
boilers.

Trot- 
wood, Greenville and South 
Vienna and that units 
at 


N elsonville, 
W ebster 
and 
Blanchester were already on 
“special alert.” 
“The storm crisis is worsen­ 
ing and stranded cars are being 
reported from all parts of the 
state — and the storm has just 
began,” said Rhodes. 
Rhodes 
said 
other Guard 
units would be “called out as 
needed.” 
Rhodes also recommended 
limited store hours for Satur- 


day and Sunday. He said 
grocery stores and drug stores, 
at this’time, are exempt from 
his request.

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Officials Offer 
Tips To Combat 
Weather Crisis 


In view of the w eather 
situation, several authorities 
have taken the opportunity to 
advise residents of precautions 
to avoid undue suffering 
Foremost is the advice to 
avoid remaining out in the 
elements, according to Salem ’s 
Health Commissioner Dr. F. R. 
Crowgey. He warns parents to 
wat children to ensure they are 
not exposed to cold 
tem ­ 
peratures for a prolonged 
period of time. In addition, he 
said an effort to keep clothing 
dry and in adequate supply is 
im portant in battling cold 
temperatures. 
Some 98 per cent of Salem’s 
electrical supply is generated 
by coal burning furnaces. 
However, since about a year 
ago, a small percentage of 
Salem’s electricity has been 
generated in Shippingport, Pa ., 
by 
nuclear 
m eans. 
The 
rem ainder is produced by 
diesel units, according to Ohio 
Edison division manager Paul 
Stepuk. 
During times 
of 
extreme 
cold, Stepuk said, residents are 
tempted to plug in portable 
electric heaters, devices which 
tax the already limited supplies 
of fuel to produce the elec­ 
tricity. 
Cutbacks Urged 
Stepuk urges conservation, 
saying residents should use 
only enough electricity to 
power essential devices. He is 
op tim istic, 
how ever, 
that 
continued co-operation among 
residential, industrial and com­ 
mercial customers will help 
“weather” current shortages. 
Stepuk advises residents to 


keep all doors shut and keep the 
fireplaces burning. He said if 
outages occur, crews will work 
as fast as possible to repair 
them but expected addition 
snow and drifting conditions 
will compound efforts to repair 
downed lines. 
Stepuk said operators will 
staff phone swktchboards 24 
hours a day. When reporting an 
outage, a customer getting the 
“busy” 
signal should 
know 
incoming trunk lines are loaded 
up and calls are not being 
neglected. 
Chief Issues Warning 
Salem 
Fire 
Chief 
Martin 
Catlos 
warned 
against 
previously 
published 
in­ 
formation concerning thawing 
frozen water lines with open 
flames or electrical ight bulbs. 
He said this is dangerous and, if 
possible, devices such as a hair­ 
dryer can be used instead. 
The chief also said the 
temptation to burn charcoal 
grills and other open-flame 
units should be avoided, since 
these produce toxic carbon- 
monoxide. 
Besides keeping clothing dry 
and 
in 
adequate 
supply, 
residents are reminded that 
layered clothing traps body 
heat in layers of air, producing 
more efficient protection. 
Catlos urged more than usual 
caution ro prevent fires as the 
difficult driving conditions and 
cold temperatures can double 
the necessary effort to combat 
a fire. He said daily efforts to 
locate and 
uncom ver fire 
hydrants are progressing, but 
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— is asking all its commercial 
customers to voluntarily close 
at noon today and to remain 
closed throughout the week­ 
end,” said a Columbia spokes­ 
man. 
"The company is asking the 
customers which include such 
establishm em ts as bowling 
alleys, office buildings, retail 
stores, bars, restaurants and 
theaters to turn their thermo­ 
stats back to the minimum 
level or lower if possible to 
prevent the faclities from 
freezing and to take whatever 
other steps are possible to 
reduce 
natural 
gas 
con­ 
sumption before closing,” said 
Columbia. 
“The company is also rein­ 
forcing its appeal to residential 
and human needs customers, 
incuding hotels and motels to 
turn thermostats down as low 
as possible below 65 degrees 
during the day and even lower 
at night," Columbia said. 
“The weather condtions and 
temperatures that are forecast 
will make this an extremely 
critical weekend in Ohio,” said 
Columbia.

be made to keep millions of 
Ohio hom es provided with 
natural gas to cope with tem­ 
peratures which are expected 
to go as low as 15 below zero 
tonight. 
The blizzard which swept into 
northwestern Ohio early today 
and moved across the state sent 
tem peratures 
dropping 
as 
much as 20 degrees in one hour 
and recorded winds up to 50 
miles an hour, piling drifts 
along numerous roads, making 
them impassable and forced 
the closing of 
hundreds 
of 
schools.

Gas and Electric Co., Dayton 
Power and Light Co. and East 
Ohio Gas

C leveland, 
Thursday urged most

users, including industry and

President Carter’s tax rebate 
and jobs plan is under attack 
from two directions in Con­ 
gress. 
Some liberal Democrats say 
it should provide more jobs. 
Some 
Republicans 
say 
it 
should involve permanent tax 
cuts instead of mostly one-time 
rebates, and should contain 
greater incentives for busiess 
investment. 


Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., 
and other House liberals are 
pressing for close to $30 billion 
in spending programs for jobs. 
Only about $9 billion of Carter’s 
$31.2 billion package is for jobs, 
the rest in various kinds of tax 
reductions. 


Senate Democratic Leader 
Robert Byrd said, 
“I think 
there will be an effort on the 
part 
of some 
members 
of 
Congress in both houses per­ 
haps to increase the emphasis 
on the jobs portion of the 
package.” 
He declined to 
predict how 
far this effort 
would succeed 


Some of the push for that 
effort could be defused by a 
White House program an­ 
nounced Thursday by Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall just 
after he was sworn in. It would 
provide $1.3 billion, most of it 
for public service jobs 
for 
unemployed Vietnam veterans.

Howard Baker said a five- 
member GOP task force was 
working on an alternative to 
C arter’s package and will 
announce it next week.

Financial Woes Likely 
To Close County Home 


LISBON — Closing of the 
Columbiana County Home is 
imminent after April of this 
year “at the present financial 
pace,” County Commissioner 
John Ursu of Salem has com­ 
mented in a statement bitterly 
attacking the home administra­ 
tion. 
Ursu, the president of the 
county board, also asked for the 
resignations of Clifford Lowry, 
home superintendent, and Mrs. 
Mildred 
H iscox, 
assistant 
superintendent, if they do not 
submit a written operational 
plan for the home by Feb. 7. 
Ursu’s prepared statement 
said: 
“It has become increasingly 
evident for the past year that 
the county home is approaching 
bankruptcy. 
“The figures given by the 
auditor (Kenneth B ell) at 
Monday’s meeting show that 
expenditures for 1976 will ex­ 
ceed $800.000, an increase over 


1975of 60per cent. (The ^ e x ­ 
penses, the com m issioners 
were told, were $503,447.18). 
“The auditor has stated the 
income for this year is esti­ 
mated at $200,000 from the 
entire year’s tax levy for opera­ 
tion of the home, and $18,000 a 
month from the residents. 
“ With operating costs of 
about $70,000 a month, the cost 
will be about $280,000 for the 
first four months. 
“The home will not be able to 
operate after April of this year 
at the present pace. 
“The complete disregard of 
financial responsibility can no 
longer be tolerated 
The dis­ 
regard for the seniority rights 
of employes prompted me to 
write a letter to Clifford Lowry, 
which was signed by the other 
two commissioners (Robert L. 
Curran of East Liverpool and 
Bert H. Dailey of near Lisbon) 
asking him for an operational 
plan in writing for the coming 


year to be submitted by Feb. 7 
“I hold both Mr. Lowry and 
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Representatives of Salem’s 
Police and Fire Association 
(PFA) today issued another 
new’S release regarding their 
negotiations with City Council’s 
w age 
com m ittee, 
saying 
negotiations are going back­ 
wards 
following 
Thursday 
night’s bargaining session. 
Councilwoman Susan Scji- 
mid, Council’s wage committee 
head, said, “ no com m ent” 
regarding the Thursday session 
and the PFA statement. 
The PFA statement, issued 
as an open letter to Salem, 
reads as follows: 


“Dear citizens: At a meeting 
Thursday evening, between the 
Police and Fire Association 
wage committee and the City 
Council Wage committee, we 
received notice of a decrease in 
benefits that had already 
tentaively been agreed upon. 
To us this is not bargaining in 


good faith. 
“At this time, we need your 
support, and we are asking for 
it. Not only are we going back 
wards in negotiations but our 
jobs have been threatened and 
some of us have been in­ 
dividually 
theatened 
by 
of­ 
ficials other than Council 
members. 
“Fortunately for you, 
the 
citizens of Salem, 
and

safety forces of Salem, we have 
a councilman, Robert Sell.nwho 
is deeply concerned with the 
safety and well-being of the 
citizens and safety forces.

the most widely used drugs to 
reduce swelling and pain. 
Sometimes the arthritis goes 
aw ay, for reasons unknown 
C hristy’s parents, Steve and 
Patricia Deshotel of Picayune, 
Miss 
never know when her 
bad days will be But since the 
disease was diagnosed in early 
November and her treatm ents 
began, she feels well and moves 
norm ally on many days 
"She’s doing a 
whole 
lot 
better 
now," 
Mrs 
Deshotel 
says. "But we never know when 
we get up if she’s going to have 
a bad day.” 
C hristy’s form of the disease 
is known as Juvenile Rheum a­ 
toid Arthritis. About 250.000 
persons in the I'nited States 
between the ages of 6 months 
and 18 years have it, but it is 
very rare in children under the 
age of 5. 
The 
D eshotels 
said 
their 
d a u g h te r 
c o n tracte d 
the 
disease at about 15 months. Her 
sym ptom s 
included 
a 
rash, 
which resem bles m easles, and 
m alaise. 


The 
early 
sym ptom s 
of 
rh eu m ato id a rth ritis 
often 
resem ble other m aladies and 
doctors often miss the diag 
nosis, which is what happened 
for months with Christy. 
In November, Mrs Deshotel 
brought her child to Dr Karl 
Keller, a 
rheumatologist 
in 
M etairie. 


Keller said Christy, like all 
victim s of the disease, had 
m ore than swollen joints when 
he first exam ined her. 


"She looked ill when she 
cam e 
in,” 
he said. 
"They 
usually do. So ill in fact that 
when you look at the child you 
wonder if the child might not 
live.” 


Keller said the attack on the 
disease includes medication to 
reduce pain and swelling, and 
exercises to prevent deteriora­ 
tion 
of joints and 
improve 
mobility. 
Many juveniles have total or 
nearly total remission. 
"We try to take a positive 
approach,” Keller said 
“ It’s 
nothing to be happy about if 
you’ve got remission ... all 
th a t’s left is a burnt-out hulk of 
a human being 
"It's like being proud of 
putting a fire out in your house 
after it’s already burned to the 
ground ”

“Let's make a deal,” the 
lawyer offered.

Squeeze On Truckers 
Is Felt By Consumers 


NEW YORK (UPI) - About 
25,000 independent tru ck ers 
have 
been 
forced 
out 
of 
business in the past three years 
and one result has been a 
poorer selection of produce at 
superm arkets. 
"The citrus, tomato, potato 
and some other crops were hit 
hard by the independent truck 
shortage this year, and some of 
the harvests never reached the 
m ajor m arkets,” according to 
William J. Hill of Pittsburgh, 
ch airm an of 
the N ational 
Independent Truckers 
Unity 
Council. 
Hill said things may be worse 
this year 
The 25.000 independent truck­ 
ers forced out in the past three 
years were 20 per cent of a 
national fleet that once num ­ 
bered 125.000. The independents 
have been responsible for 
hauling about 40 per cent of the 
country's intercity truck cargo. 
"But a combination of infla­ 
tion and g overnm ental re ­ 
straints that keep them from 
organizing ... is driving the 
independents to the wall, ’ HiH 
said 
He said an 
independent 
trucker typically invests $75,000 
in his rig including finance 
c h arg e s, 
w orks 
a 
75-hour 
sevenday week and is lucky if 
he clears $300 a week. 
Hill says the time has gone 
when a man could make a 
living out of sm all truck 
‘T h e re ’s just no more small 
load, 
sh o rt 
haul 
business 
around.” 
If he’s going to haul produce, 
the independent needs a $45,000 
diesel tractor and a $20,000 
re frig e ra te d 40-foot tra ile r. 
Such a rig gets about four miles 
to the gallon of diesel and the 
price of fuel has jumped from 
30 to 50 cents in three years. 


Added to these problems are 
government rules that Hill says 
dep riv e 
the 
independent 
trucker of any real voice in his 
affairs. 
He usually cannot deal with 
the shipper. He has to lease his 
rig and his services to a carrier 
certified for the route by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion. The usual split of the 
shipping charge is 75 per cent to 
the independent trucker and 25 
per cent to holder of the route 
certificate. 
The certified carrier pays the 
liability’ insurance but all other 
costs are borne by the in­ 
dependent. 
Hill said since the truckers 
have no voice in setting the 
rates the split doesn’t work out 
fairly. The certified carriers 
and the shippers set the freight 
rates, which are regulated by 
the ICC. 
And since the trucker is an 
independent c o n tra cto r, the 
Justice D epartm ent says he 
cannot form an organization 
that resem bles a union without 
violating the antitrust laws. 
Some independent truckers 
try to su rv iv e by hauling 
cargoes that are exempt from 
ICC regulations and dealing 
d irec tly w ith sh ippers, but 
unexpected co sts 
such 
as 
having to hire union stevedores 
to unload and, above all. a high 
p ercen tag e 
of 
em pty 
back h au ls, can 
m ake this 
business unprofitable. 
"The situation is likely to get 
worse before it gets better,” 
Hill said 
“The independent 
trucker is being squeezed and 
the consumer is being squee­ 
zed Something is going to have 
to give in the months ahead or 
we may be headed for a really 
critical situation.”

legislators in Springfield. 
In a statem ent officials said 
was issued late Wednesday to

u n iv e rsity ’s 
position, Mack said, “ I agree 
with our faculty colleagues and 
students who believe that a 
distortion of well-documented 
historical facts constitutes a 
contemptible insult to the dead 
and the bereaved.” 
Mack denied Northwestern 
was "supportive of anti-Semi­ 
tism ” because Butz is a teacher

Jam es Callaghan, winding up 
five hours of talks with Mon­ 
dale, said he will visit the 
United States 
in

discuss the economic outlook 
for 1978 with President C arter 
Mondale, who concludes the 
European portion of his six- 
nation tour today with a stop in 
Paris, extended the invitation 
to Callaghan Thursday. 
The trip, scheduled for March 
10-12, would be the first visit by 
a European leader to Washing­ 
ton since the new adm inistra­ 
tion took office. 
"I think 1978 is the thing I 
want to talk to him about,” 
Callaghan said of the planned 
meeting with C arter. “I think 
the most worrying aspect of the 
situation in the world today is

Both men said they were

provided by the British in that 
very’ difficult situation and we 
are fully behind them .”

Callaghan left little doubt the 
m eetings with Mondale were 
successful and appreciated by 
the British as a foreign-policy 
gesture early in the new ad­ 
m inistration.

DEAR READERS — Over the years, many mothers have 
written of the little tricks they have discovered that make life 
a bit easier when there are several little ones to be looked 
after. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for mothers of children too 
young for school, who have to be taken along when mother 
shops. Pin a name tag on the child’s coat and on it write 
something like this “My name is Tommy Brown. My mother 
is wearing a red coat and we are shopping for toys and shoes. ” 
Should the child stray away this might save endless time and 
worry. 
DEAR POLLY — I always wear a bright colored hat or 
scarf on my head, when I take the children to a fair or car­ 
nival. This way they easily find me in a crowd. It also works 
well when you are in charge of a large group of children, such 
as Girl Scouts and so on. 
DEAR POLLY — If you have to bandage a small child’s 
knee or elbow, cut the top and toe off of an old stretch sock and 
pull it over the ailing part. If it’s white, no other bandage may 
be needed. 
DEAR POLLY — When a child first starts to sleep in a 
regular bed, store the crib mattress under the bed Pull it out 
when he goes to sleep It helps ease any possible bumps he 
may get from falling out of bed 
DEAR POLLY — When walking across a busy street with 
three or more children, use a rope in which you have tied 
loops. Each small hand size loop will be for a child to hold. 
They seem to like this and the mother can manage several 
children The rope could be carried in a large purse when n ot, 
in use. 
DEAR POLLY — When giving liquid medicine to children, 
have them hold an empty paper cup under their chins. If any 
medicine drips into a cup, water can be added and they drink 
it. Expensive medicine, tempers and the washing of clothes is 
saved, to say nothing of the fact that the children get A L L of 
the medicine they should have. 
DEAR POLLY — Wet a wash cloth or hand towel and keep 
in the freezing compartment of the refrigerator When one of 
the children gets a bump or fall, one can be used as an ice 
pack It can be bent or shaped to an elbow, knee or any place. I 
think it is better than an ice bag. 
DEAR POLLY — When little ones are sick in bed, but able 
to sit up, open two legs of your card table and leave the other 
two folded Put the table across the bed in the child’s lap with 
the two open legs on the floor. He then has a place for playing, 
drawing, eating, etc. 
DEAR POLLY — An ordinary dish drying rack makes a 
neat filing case for a sick child's books and toys. Crayons, pen­ 
cils, games and books fit nicely in the separate slots. 


DEAR POLLY — With five children, sorting laundry and 
then putting it away used to be a taxing chore I finally put up 
a long shelf in the laundry room with the children s names 
taped on at intervals. Cup hooks were put underneath the shelf 
to hold coat hangers. Now I just put the clean clothes on the 
shelf. Each child knows which section is his and they put away 
their own clothes.

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Unresolved Issue 


The execution of Gary Mark Gilmore has by no 
m eans ended the debate over capital punish­ 
ment. On the contrary’, it has intensified it. 
Since it now appears likely that other states 
will soon join Utah in resum ing executions, and 
since it is certain that the sam e people who tried 
to save Gilmore will redouble their efforts on 
behalf of the next condemned man whose turn 
comes around, w e can expect a rehashing of the 
fam iliar argum ents used by those who oppose 
the death penalty as well as those who support it 
It is time each side ceased trying to prove or 
justify its position and to refute or convert the 
other! and time they both focused on the question 
of what is best for society. If we could eliminate 
the irrelevant or confusing argum ents, perhaps 
we might find some common meeting ground of 
agreem ent. 
FOR ONE THING, let it be conceded once and 
for all that there is no conclusive evidence that 
the death penalty deters potential murders. 
There probably never can be such evidence, nor 
does there need to be. 
Call it revenge or legalized m urder, capital 
punishment is the legal taking of a person’s life 
in payment for that person’s illegal taking of the 
life of another It is an act perform ed by and in 
the name of society — not lightly or capriciously 
(although too often so in the p a st), but as penalty 
for the willful, unjustified and unextenuated 
m urder of another human being 
At least, that is the way it should be and the 
way it certainly was in G ilmore's case. That is 
the way it m ust be in any and every future case 
Let it also be conceded that our system of 
justice is far from perfect. The skill of one’s 
defense attorney, or lack of skill, the prejudices 
of a jury and other factors often determine which 
man is sentenced to death and which man re­ 
ceives a lesser penalty. 
BUT THAT IS not an argum ent against capital 
punishment It is an argum ent for making ab­ 
solutely certain that the trial record and evi­ 
dence in everv capital punishment case are ex­ 


am ined and re-examined and every avenue of 
appeal and r e v ie w is exhausted before sentence 
is carried out. A nd that was also done in G il­ 
m ore's case 
. 
There are other reservations about capital 
punishment, such as the possibility of honest 
error You can’t bring a dead man back to life, no 
m atter how innocent he may later be proven to 
have been 
Again this is not an argum ent against capital 
punishment, but for the utmost care and caution 
in its employment. 
The onlv real question is w hether the death 
p e n a ltv is’a reasonable and appropriate punish­ 
m ent th is generation has answered the question 
affirm atively, in a m ajority of the states, and 
has been seconded by the Supreme Court. 
Another generation, another court, may very 
well think otherw ise and consider capital punish­ 
m ent to be as barbaric and unacceptable as its 
opponents say it is. 
IT IS HERE, however, that the opponents 
seem to have gone astray Their last-minute 
legal maneuverings to stay Gilm ore’s execution 
vet another time w ere an affront to the very 
thing they seek to defend — the sanctity and 
dignitv of human life. 
To say that no m an m ust die no m atter what he 
does is to make no distinction between depravity 
and decency. It is to value the m urderer’s life as 
highly as his victim ’s, and in so doing to depre­ 
ciate and debase the latter. It is to flout the sense 
of justice done — yes. the feeling of satisfaction 
— with which most Americans seem to have 
greeted word of G ilm ore's death 
In the final analysis, it is this commonly held 
belief that the greater good of society is served 
when those who break its suprem e moral law are 
required to pay the suprem e penalty that is the 
only, and only necessary, justification for capital 
punishment. 
Only when that belief changes, as it may be 
changing, will the issue finally be resolved 
Moral To A Chilling Story

People in Michigan who have 
suffered over the past three 
y ears 
from 
h eadaches, 
stom ach pains and broken sleep 
may now know the cause. 
A study by a team of doctors 
from the Mount Sinai Medical 
Center in New York suggests 
that the culprit may be P B B . a 
highly toxic chemical which 
co n tam in ated 
the 
s ta te ’s 
anim al feeds in 1973. The initial 
error was human: somehow, 
som eone at 
the 
M ichigan 
C hem ical C om pany, 
which 
produces both PBB and anim al 
foodstuffs, substituted a PBB 
container for another holding 
magnesium oxide. A month or 
so later, farm stock began to 
die 
When 
th e 
M ichigan 
authorities realized what had 
happened they placed over 500 
farm s 
in 
q u a ran tin e 
and 
sla u g h te red 30,000 head of 
cattle 
But the chemical had 
already passed into m eat and 
eggs on sale in the state's 
superm arkets, and from there 
to 
the 
bodies 
of 
Michigan 
residents. 
With research still at an early 
stage, the New York team is 
relu ctan t 
to 
blam e 
PBB 
outright. Only 10 per cent of the 
people examined have been 
tested for PBB levels in their 
blood and fat. and the team is 
not yet certain that the levels 
can be lininked to signs of bad 
health 


But already a third of the 
1,000 people who 
have un­ 
dergone general 
tests 
have 
been found with the symptoms 
of toxic chem ical poisoning, 
sim ilar to those observed in 
Seveso in Italy after the dioxin 
escape last year. Many suf­ 
ferers had not been near a 
quarantined farm . They had 
simply eaten the products of 
contaminated anim als, which 
disappeared from the shops 
long before the state took ac­ 
tion 
Among the several morals of 
the tale, the clearest is , the 
hazard 
of 
m an u factu rin g 
chemicals before their effects 
are known The properties of 
PBB are still not understood It 
is thought to cause Hver cancer 
in mice, but no one knows what 
it can do in the tissues of a 
human being. Only last sum ­ 
m er the Michigan Departm ent 
of Public 
Health 
concluded 
from its own inquiry, carried 
out in 1974, that PBB could not 
be responsible for the ills of the 
people examined 
Now that conclusion may be 
proved wrong. M aurice Reizen, 
the state health director, is to 
order more tests into the milk 
of mothers exposed to high 
levels of the chem ical; but he 
does not consider he knows 
enough to ban breat-feeding 
altogether in the state. 
A second m oral is that the 
handling of toxic 
chemicals 
should be 
m ore 
carefully 


controlled, with any unusual 
sym ptom s examined at once. In 
the 
M ichigan 
case 
the 
authorities waited too long: the 
sh o rt-term sym ptom s have 
alre ad y 
d isap p eared 
from 
many children, and doctors are 
lam enting that 
proper tests 
w ere not carried out two years 
ago when PBB levels were 
higher. 
Studies have been delayed 
because the state has too little 
money, and too few experts, to 
m ake extensive tests. The new 
Toxic Substances Control Act. 
effective next December, may 
m ake some difference here. 
U nder 
the 
new 
law 
m anufacturers must 
provide 
the Environm ental Protection 
Agency with full data about 
new chem icals before they go 
into 
production. 
E xisting 
chem icals like PBB are also 
covered 
The EPA will have power to 
restrict or ban “imminently 
hazardous’’ chem icals, and to 
c a rry 
out 
toxicity 
tests, 
although with a strictly limited 
budget: $10 million is allocated 
to control of toxic substances in 
the next fiscal year, in com­ 
parison \yith $100 million for 
controlling pollution of w ater 
The act should, at any rate, 
transfer some of the cost of 
analysis and exam ination away 
from the states to the chemical 
com panies 
and 
federal 
government. That is a start, but 
it is cold comfort for Michigan.

new boy on the labor bloc who 
has yet to win a m ajor union 
office. Thus Meany tangled 
with someone he would usually 
not even grunt at in passing. 
But why did Meany, who has 
w arred only with giants, yank 
Sadlowski onto a level with 
him self when 
this 
U nited 
Steelworkers union 
Chicago- 
Gary area director is still just a 
n ew sp erso n ’s person across 
much of 
the 
land? 
Albeit, 
Sadlowski is now an even- 
chance candidate for the big 
union’s presidency in the Feb. 8 
balloting Those close to Meany 
interpret this move as the usual 
Meany stance — like a buffalo, 
old Gene McCarthy once said 
Meany, leader of the AFL- 
CIO’s 14.5 million members, 
“digs in his feet, lowers his 
head" and crashes on through. 
The 38-year-old Sadlow ski 
actually is the symbol of all 
those in ultra-liberal, academic 
and political circles who have 
tried for alm ost 40 years to 
sm ash Meany and block the 
A F L ’s fo rw a rd -c ru n c h in g 
movement. 
CONTRIBUTING heavily to 
Sadlow ski, for exam ple, is 
“Ping" Ferry of New York,

And that ever-present spirit 
of persistent aggressive attacks 
on labor’s leadership, Walter 
Reuther’s brother Victor, is to 
Meany what the red flag is to 
the AFL-CIO chief politically. 
Vic 
Reuther 
has 
been 
un- 
seccessfu lly attem p tin g 
to 
destroy Meany for decades. 
Now add Sadlowski’s attorney, 
Joe Rauh, and others in the 
steel union rebels’ print-out of 
financial contributors and you 
a ren ’t very far from the new 
political crowd in Washington. 
Thus, on Jan. 10, Meany in 
absentia because of the flu, 
directed two significant closed- 
door 
co n feren ces 
In 
the 
morning his special legislative 
high comm and subcommittee 
met — and sharply criticized 
President C arter’s economic 
program . 
That was the sam e morning 
of the attack on Ed Sadlowski — 


M eany’s symbolic declaration 
of w ar on the “ lim ousine 
liberals," the intellectuals, the 
academ icians, all now returned 
to what they believed is power 
under Jim m y Carter. 
T hen 
m eaningfully, 
th at 
afternoon, Meany disclosed he 
had convinced the prodigal, 
H arvard’s 
John 
Dunlop, 
to 
re tu rn to W ashington even 
though John had been publicly 
rejected by the President. Prof. 
Dunlop returned indeed. He 
chaired a five-hour conference 
of powerful labor and industrial 
leaders at the Hay Adams 
Hotel. 
D uring 
this 
u n rep o rted 
gathering in a private salon, 
such influential m anagem ent 
leaders as Reg Jones. G E ’s 
chairm an, and form er Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury George 
Shultz (now with Bechtel) sat 
on one side of the table. On the 
o th er side 
w ere AFL-CIO 
s e c r e ta r y - tr e a s u r e r L an e 
Kirkland, “chairm an" of the 
labor group, the M aritim e 
T rad e s D e p artm en t’s P au l 
Hall, the m en’s garm ent and 
tex tile union chief M urray 
Finley and I. W. Abel, retiring 
steelw orkers’ union president. 
TOGETHER, these men of 
labor and commerce are suf­ 
ficiently influential on the Hill 
to 
set 
co n sid erab le 
congressional policy once the 
com m ittee members agree by 
consensus. And they will meet 
quarterly — if not sooner. Their 
voice will be heard in the White 
House And much of what is 
passed on to President C arter 
via Fritz Mondale will be the 
words of John Dunlop and 
George 
Meany. 
And 
where 
Jim m y C arter will need the 
most help is on the Hill. 
And that Monday, Jan. 10, 
there was a consensus. Neither 
side wanted to go public. T hat’s

If the popular-vote winner 
were to lose a presidential elec­ 
tion, or if the House of Repre­ 
sentatives were 
required to 
select the president, resent­ 
ment, unrest, public clam or for 
reform and an atm osphere of 
crisis would probably ensue. 
Yet these and other situations 
can, and do, arise under the 
electo ral 
college 
system 
Inherent in this system is the 
possibility that the will of the 
people will be frustrated 
l Tnder the electoral college 
sy ste m , th ree popular-vote 
losers were elected president, 
two presidents were selected by 
the House of Representatives, 
one vice president was chosen 
by 
the 
S enate, 
and 
one 
president was elected as a 
result of a straight party vote 
by m em bers of an electoral 
com m ission 
appointed 
by 
Congress. 
In 15 other elections a shift of 
less than one per cent of the na­ 
tional vote cast would have 
made the popular-vote loser 
president. 
When Congress does deal 
with the problem of electoral 
reform , the 
main proposals 
before it will undoubtedly be 
the 
pro p o rtio n al, 
d istric t, 
a u to m a tic and d irec t vote 
plans. Of these plans, I believe 
that direct, nationwide popular 
vote is superior in all basic 
respects to the rest. 
THE PROPORTIONAL plan 
would allocate each 
state's 
electoral vote in accordance 
with the percentage won by 
each candidate of that state’s 
popular vote; the district plan 
would assign two of each state's 
electoral votes to the popular 
winner in the state and the rest 
to the winner of the popular 
vote in each state’s district; 
and the autom atic plan would 
assign all of a state ’s electoral 
votes to the winner of its 
popular vote. 
The direct vote plan would 
declare the winner to be the 
person with the most popular 
votes in the election, provided 
that num ber was at least 40 per 
cent of the total. 
All the electoral vote plans 
are subject to serious objec­ 
tions. Since they would retain 
the formula for distributing 
electo ral votes am ong the 
states, they would not eliminate 
the inequities arising out of the 
use of that formula. Each state 
would continue to cast its as­ 
signed electoral votes regar­ 
dless of vote turnout or popula­ 
tion changes occurring between 
decennial censuses; and the 
ratio of 
electoral 
votes 
to 
population would vary from 
state to state. Consequently, the 
proportional, district and auto­ 
m atic vote proposals all leave 
open the 
possibility 
of 
the 
popular vote loser being elected 
president. 
The autom atic vote proposal 
is 
particularly 
objectionable 
because it would freeze the 
“winner-take-all” system into 
the Constitution, thus perpetu­ 
ating one of the most criticized 
fe atu res 
of 
the 
electo ral 
college 
THE DISTRICT VOTE pro­ 
posal is subject to the further 
objections that it could lead to 
the gerrym andering of districts 
for partisan advantage and that 
it would favor sm all states by 
reducing the 
im portance 
of 
larger states 
While the proportional vote 
plan woula more accurately 
reflect the popular vote cast in 
each state than the district and 
autom atic vote plans, it would 
favor citizens of the sm aller 
states and introduce new in­ 
equities. This is because larger 
states would lose the advantage 
they possess by reason of the 
winner take all or unit vote rule 
feature of the present system, 
while small states would retain 


the voting advantage they have 
by reason oi 
the unequal 
distribution of electoral votes, 
which gives such states greater 
electoral votes per resident. 
It has been suggested that 
direct election would destroy 
our federal system and wipe out 
state lines. The historical facts 
are to the contrary; and, as 
Senator Mike Mansfield put it: ' 
“The Federal system is not 
strengthened through an anti­ 
quated device which has not 
worked as it was intended to 
work when it was included in 
the Constitution and which, if 
an y th in g , 
has 
becom e 
a 
divisive force in the Federal 
system by pitting groups of 
S tates 
ag a in st 
groups 
of 
States.” 
It has also been suggested 
th at d irect election would 
weaken the position of minority 
groups and cause many of their 
grievances to go unheeded. 
This argum ent is based on the 
view that the present system 
gives them g re a te r voting 
strength than their numbers 
would justify and forces the 
political parties to be respon­ 
sive to their needs, since they 
may be able to influence the 
disposition of all the electoral 
votes of their state. 
This reasoning runs contrary 
to the fundamental principle of 
representative government in 
the 
U nited 
S tate s 
today, 
nam ely, “ one person, one 
vote,” without regard to race, 
sex, economic status, or place 
of residence. 
ON THE 
POSITIVE side, 
direct 
election 
is 
the 
only 
method that can assure that the 
can d id ate w ith the larg e st 
num ber of popular votes will be 
elected president. It is the only 
method that would eliminate 
once and for all the principal 
defects of our system. 
There no longer would be 
“ su re s ta te s ” or 
“ pivotal 
s ta te s ” or 
“ sw ing 
v o tes" . 
because votes would not be cast 
in accordance with a unit rule 
and because cam paign efforts 
would be directed at people 
regardless of residence. F ac­ 
tors such as fraud and accident 
could not decide the disposition 
of all a state’s votes. 
The principle, "One person, 
one vote,” would m ake the 
votes cast by all Am ericans in 
presidential elections of equal 
weight. All votes would be re ­ 
flected in the national tally. 
None would be magnified or 
contracted. All citizens would 
have the sam e chance to affect 
the outcome of the election. 
Finally, under a popular vote 
system , presidential elections 
would operate the way most 
people think they operate and 
expect them to operate. 
The America of today is a 
highly 
in d u strialized 
and 
sophisticated society and the 
world’s leader in free enter­ 
prise. Most of the people enjoy 
a good standard of living, are 
literate, and are in constant 
contact with others near and 
far. Transportation is rapid and 
communication alm ost instan­ 
taneous. The right to vote is 
nearly universal and political 
parties 
present 
the 
various 
choices for president. 
Most im portant, the principle 
of popular election has m et the 
test of time so that today, in the 
United States, it is a cherished 
and firmly established princi­ 
ple of representative govern­ 
ment. 
Not only have the reasons for 
the electoral college long since 
vanished, but the institution has 
not fulfilled the design of the 
F ram ers Today it represents 
little more than an archaic and 
undem ocratic counting device. 
There is no good reason for re­ 
taining such a formula 
for 
electing the president and vice 
president of the United States.

As Energy Crisis Worsens 
36 Million Americans Living 
Under State Of Emergency 


More than 36 million Ameri­ 
cans are living today under a 
state of emergency declared by 
their governors because of the 
worsening energy crises. 
The declarations were issued 
by the governors of New York, 
New Jersey and 
Ohio and 
warned of worse times to come. 
The city of Philadelphia did the 
same. 
A National Weather Service 
spokesman said a mass of cold 
air "straight from the North 
Pole” would bring zero and 
subzero temperatures to much 
of the area during the weekend. 
"What we are talking about 
tonight is the survival of Ohio,” 
said Ohio Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes, issuing his state of

DEAR DR LAM B - I am 
on a low-cholesterol diet Is 
canned tuna fish packed in 
water good for my diet0 Also, 
how about scallops'7 I read 
that scallops are low in 
cholesterol. Is that so? Please 
give me some information on 
what I should eat to keep my 
cholesterol down. 
D EAR R EA D ER - The 
water-packed tuna is an ex­ 
cellent choice for a low-fat, 
low-cholesterol food. Only 5.7 
per cent of its calories are 
from fat. Not many other 
foods are that low in fat. par­ 
ticularly if they give you any 
protein at all. And a three- 
and-a-half ounce portion con­ 
tains only 52 milligrams of 
cholesterol. Lean beef and 
most fish contain about 70 
milligrams, which is not high 
com pared to the high 
cholesterol foods such as egg 
yolks (one yolk contains 225 
milligrams) or fat in dairy 
products. 
Scallops are an equally good 
choice and only a little more 
than two per cent of the 
calories in scallops are from 
fat. A three-and-a-half ounce 
edible portion, raw, contains 
only 60 m illig ra m s of 
cholesterol.

My mother-in-law thinks 
she read in your column that 
anyone who has a reaction to 
penicillin will have that same 
reaction if stung by a bee. 
Since she almost died from 
penicillin she is petrified of 
bees. 
As soon as the doctor gave 
her the penicillin shot she had 
a buzzing of bees in her ears, 
the room was spinning and she 
swelled up all inside which 
caused her to be unable to 
breathe. The doctor had to 
give her two shots to bring her 
out of the reaction. 
My mother-in-law is very 
upset and I can’t convince her 
that this does not mean she is 
autom atically allergic to 
bees. She never had a reaction 
to penicillin before. 
D EAR R EA D ER - She 
didn’t read that in my column. 
There is no connection to be­ 
ing allergic to penicillin and 
having severe reactions to bee 
stings. 
Before a person has an 
allergic reaction to anything 
they must first be sensitized 
to the offending agent. In your 
mother-in-law’s case she had 
received penicillin before and 
became sensitized to it at that 
time The next time she was 
challenged with the penicillin 
shot she had a penicillin reac­ 
tion. 
She does have the basis for 
forming allergies so she 
should be tested carefully 
before taking medicines to see 
if she is sensitive to them. If 
she happens to use hair tints 
she should be sure to always 
test her reaction. Other than a 
general increased tendency to 
have allergic reactions she 
need not worry about anything 
except penicillin and she 
needs to avoid it like the 
plague.

Ohioans allowed a month to 
renew their registration de 
pending on the first initial of 
their last name. 
Appointment of 228 perm a­ 
nent deputy registrars, at least 
one in each county but scat­ 
tered statewide depending on 
the number of m otor vehicle 
registrations.

elim inate lines at offices of 
deputy registrars, but would 
insure that 
the millions 
of 
d o lla rs handled by deputy 
registrars could be adequately 
audited. 
“With this proposed system , 
missing revenues and unac­ 
counted inventory would be 
v irtu a lly e lim in a te d ,” said 
Chiaram onte. 
E ach of the 228 deputy 
registrars would provide “ full 
service.” Ohioans 
would 
no 
longer have to go to several 
deputy 
registrars 
to 
renew 
passenger cars, house trailers, 
m otorcycles, com m ercial vehi­ 
cles or boats. 
At the end of each working 
day, deputy registrars and the 
departm ent’s headquarters in 
Columbus could check on total

Surprise Talks Are Held 


By Turk, Greek Cypriots 


NICOSIA. Cyprus < U PI> - 
Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash says he expects more 
peace talks with Archbishop 
M akarios, 
the 
island's 
president and leader of the 
Greek Cypriots, to discuss both 
Turkish territorial concessions 
and reuniting the two sides in a 
federal state 
“I expect more contacts in 
the coming weeks, certainly in 
F eb ru ary,” Denktash said 
after 
a 
surprise 
m eeting 
Thursday with Makarios — the 
first official contact between 
Greek and Turkish Cypriots 
since last May. 
**Our future discussions will 
cover territorial questions, a 
transitional government 
and 
other questions involved in the 
Cyprus problem ,” he told 
reporters in the Turkish-held 
northern sector of the divided 
capital. 
Both Denktash and Makarios 
termed as a “breakthrough” 
the three-hour meeting that 
was their first since an angry 
split 13 years ago. 
"It proved that w» can talk,” 
the Turkish Cyprn 
chief said 
Makarios, at a „ews confer­ 
ence on the Greek Cypriot side 
of the 1974 cease-fire line, in­ 
dicated the two leaders may 
meet again but said if formal 
talks resume, 
they 
will 
be 
carried out at a lower level by 
appointed negotiators. 
There is still quite a lot of 
distance between us,” the arch­ 
bishop said. "There are serious 
differences on basic points " 


Makarios said that during 
their talks in an officers' mess 
at the headquarters of the UN 
peace-keeping force 
on 
the 


ot- 
cease-fire line, Denktash 
fered to give up a "negotiable” 
amount of Turkish-held land as 
part of a peace settlement. 
He said Denktash, “after long 
arguments," proposed that the 
Turkish Cypriots keep 32.8 per 
cent of the island’s area in an 
autonomous "federated state” 
of their own. The Turks now 
hold 38.5 per cent. 
Makarios said he insisted 
that the Turkish share of the 
island be reduced to about 20 
percent "He (Denktash) said 
his offer was negotiable,” the 
archbishop said. 
W estern 
diplom ats 
said 
Denktash’s offer broke little 
new ground and was similar to 
proposals the Turkish Cypriot 
leader has made since 1975.

3 Crewmen 
Missing In 
Ship Blast 


BAYTOWN, Tex 
(UPI) - 
Three crewmen missing from a 
tugboat sunk by a tanker ex­ 
plosion in the Houston Ship 
channel are presumed dead, 
according to the Coast Guard. 
"At this point we presume 
w e’re looking for bodies rather 
than survivors,” Lt. Cmdr. PJ. 
Bull, duty officer at the Houston 
Coast Guard station, 
said 
Thursday night. “We will notify 
local 
authorities 
we 
are 
suspending our search unless 
we get some new information 
that there is a reason to suspect 
there are survivors." 
A series of explosions ripped 
through the deck of Exxon’s 
giant oil tanker San Francisco 
Thursday. The tug Nathan B 
was caught in the blast and 
sank immediately. 
Tug owner Roy Bendy identi­ 
fied the missing crewmen as 
the captain. Dale Wolfred of 
Jasper; 
Ruflin 
Hardin 
of 
Orange and Wendell Droddy of 
Port Arthur 
The Coast Guard said at least 
10 other persons were injured in 
the explosions, and two had to 
be admitted to hospitals. Juan 
Vasquez. 25, of Baytown, was 
transferred to a G alveston 
hospital in undetermined condi­ 
tion with 
second-and 
third- 
degree burns. 
Officials said the San Fran­ 
cisco, a 
tanker almost 
the 
length of three football fields 
with a capacity of almost half a 
million 
barrels of 
oil, 
was 
taking on heating fuel and 
kerosene from a supply barge 
when the blast occurred. 
Although Exxon refinery offi­ 
cials declined to speculate on 
the cause of the explosions, the 
Coast Guard said they occurred 
shortly after a loading arm 
transferring fuel broke and 
began spewing fuel over the 
tanker’s deck. 
"The loading arm broke,” 
said Coast Guard Lt. Dennis 
Sande "This caused the heat­ 
ing oil to spray across the dock 
Then the tug Nathan B started 
up her engines. 
"It was at that time the ex­ 
plosion 
occurred. 
Whether 
(starting the engines) did in 
fact cause the explosion, will be 
determ ined by our M arine 
Investigation Board, which will 
conduct a full investigation.” 
Frank White, 53, a radioman 
on the tanker, said he was 
awakened by the explosion and 
ran to the top deck to find 
flames everywhere. He said he 
fought the blaze with other 
crewmen for a while, 
then 
jumped over the stern of the 
ship into the ship channel and 
swam ashore. 
Charles Dawson, a guard at 
the Baytown tunnel, said he 
heard four explosions. 
“After the first blast, flames 
shot 100 feet into the air,” he 
said. “After the second one, the 
flames were 300 feet into the

MADRID. Spain

Suspected terrorists arm ed 
with submachine guns killed 
two 
policemen 
today 
in 
a 
Madrid suburb, 
raising 
the 
death toll in political violence in 
the capital to nine in less than a 
week 
Police said the officers were 
slain by two men who entered 
the office of a postal savings 
bank 
in 
the 
working class 
neighborhood of Campamento 
and cut them down with a quick 
burst of fire. 
The attack was not a holdup, 
police said, but a deliberate 
assassination. Urban guerrillas 
have in the past often singled 
out policem en for attacks, 
saying they were a symbol for 
political repression 
The gunmen fled in a dark 
blue Renault car, police said 
An employe of the savings 
bank told reporters: 
"Two young men in raincoats 
came in quietly and without 
saying a word started shooting 
up the two policemen. They 
were using submachine guns, 
but probably with silencers. 
There was very’ little noise. 
Then they walked out as quietly 
as they had come ” 
Bank holdups have been 
frequent—but usually bloodless 
—in recent m onths. Never 
before have holdup men used 
submachine guns in Madrid.

The charge for 
Directory Assistance 
is easy to avoid. 
Here’s how. 


If you remember to look in your phone book, 
chances are you’ll rarely if ever have to pay a Directory 
Assistance charge. 
Because there will be some numbers not 
listed in your directory, therfe is a monthly allowance of 
3 calls to Directory Assistance anywhere within your 
area code. For each call after that, you’ll be charged 2(K. 
O ther ways to avoid the Directory Assistance 
Charge. 
• If a friend or business has moved recently, call their 
old number. An intercept operator will give you the new 
number at no extra charge. This service is offered for at 
least 45 days after a residence customer has moved 
and 12 months after a business has moved.
